LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  November  5  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  throughout  New  England  were  unusually  dull  during 
the  past  week,  and  trading  dropped  to  very  small  volume  with  the  exception 
of  a  very  few  individual  buyers.      Boston,  Providence  and  New  Bedford  all 
reported  a  very  flat  week  with  hardly  any  mill  inquiry.      Only  Fall  River 
experienced  active  buying  to  talk  about.  ***

"Little  is  heard  of  Pima  cotton  this  week,  and  nominally  the  prices  have 

not  changed  from  those  quoted  a  week  ago.      There  has  been  little  or  no 
trading  reported  this  week. 

"On  Egyptian  Sakel  there  has  been  talk  of  buying  interest,  but  nothing 
has  developed  this  ?/eek  .  Medium  grade  is  quoted  tentatively  at  23^-  to 
24  cents  and  high  grade  at  24  cents  up.  Number  threes  can  sometimes  be 
had  around  22  to  22§-  cents.

Most  mills  displayed 
practically  no  interest  in  cotton,  and  both  brokers  and  merchants  throughout 
this  section  report  buying  demand  very  slow.

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  November  19  states  as  follows: 

"There  was  but  little  trading  in  staple  cotton  markets  this  week,  either 
here  or  elsewhere  in  New  England,  and  reports  from  Southern  cotton  centers 
indicate  but  little  buying  activity  by  the  mills  in  other  sections  of  the 
country.    Speculative  buying  by  merchants  and  others,  together  with  the 
holding  movement  aided  by  Government  loaning  activities,  served  to  hold 
the  market  steady  as  to  price,  and  on  some  types  there  were  some  firming 

tendencies  noted. 

*  *  * 

"Some  interest  in  Pima  cotton  is  reported  in  one  or  two  quarters  of  the 
market  this  week,  but  little  real  trading  has  been  done.    Prices  are 
virtually  controlled  through  one  selling  organization  and  nominally  this 
week  were  around  24  to  24^-  .cents  for  ones,  and  around  23  cents  for  twos, 
with  threes  ranging  around  21-g-  to  22  cents. 

"Egyptians  have  not  been  active  but  are  nominally  quoted  at  24  to  24-f 
cents  for  medium  and  high  grade  Sakel  and  about  a  cent  lower  for  medium 
to  good  grade  Uppers.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  November  26  states  as  follows: 

"Scattered  small  lot  sales,  mostly  of  spots,  or  actual  sample  lots 
featured  staple  cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  during 
the  past  week.     Sales  volume  was  very  light,  and  price  quotations  showed 
little  change  from  the  previous  week.  ***

"The  interest  in  the  longer  types  was  even  less  than  before.     A  few  half 
hearted  efforts  to  buy  middling  inch. and  five  thirty-seconds  under  250  on 
March  were  made  but  did  not  succeed  because  the  mill's  requirements  were 
very  stiff  both  in  grade  and  staple  length  and  most  shippers  quoted  full 
prices  to  cover  themselves  against  possible  rejections. 

"No  inquiry  was  reported  for  inch  and  three-sixteenths  cotton  or  longer 
and  prices  of  these  types  remained  nominally  unchanged  from  a  ?/eek  ago. 

"Some  interest  in  Pima  v/as  reported  and  limited  sales  were  said  to  have 
taken  place  in  several  quarters  of  the  New  England  market.    Number  twos 
are  moving  at  levels  between  23  and  23-|  cents  while  number  ones  are 
nominally  quoted  at  24  to  25  cents,  depending  upon  the  length  of  staple. 
For  number  threes ,  it  was  said  to  be  possible  to  pick  up  small  lots  as 
low  as  22  cents  or  even  at  glj  cents,  but  no  dealing  at  these  levels  was 
reported.     Egyptians  have  been  almost  entirely  inactive  and  unchanged 
nominally  in  price.
